The Mask Comes Off 


In this issue we have drawn attention to two very very important developments 
that have emerged in the October edition of Spearhead, the journal of the 
National Front edited by Richard Verrall. They are the open defence of the 
Hitler regime and a threat of the potential use of arms. 

The article by John Tyndall, ‘My Answer To The Smear-Mongers’ (see ‘What 
Their Papers say’), is by far the most outspoken defence of the Nazi regime and 
National Socialism as an ideology, in a National Front journal. Tyndall sets out 
to “explain” how beneficial it was for Germany, telling his readers that: ‘had 
National Socialism been confined to a social order harnessed to nationalism and 
patriotism it would have represented an ideal society favoured by hundreds of 
millions of people all over Western Europe today.” 

He then poses a question he proceeds to answer: “How then does it come 
about that mention of the name of Hitler today evokes horror rather than 
admiration? 

“Quite obviously because in the historical record of the Nazi regime little is 
written or spoken about these social policies.”’ 

Later he writes: “The National Front believes in racial differences and thinks 
that it is notin the national interest to have a multi-racial society. Our opponents 
have been eager to point out that this was also what Hitler and the Nazis in 
Germany believed. 

“What if it was? Have not the same beliefs underlined national attitudes in 
South Africa and Rhodesia over the past couple of decades?”’ 

So the drift that has been evident in recent months has now become an open 
commitment to match the growing violence on the streets, as the Front goes 
back to its roots. 

To underline this point Martin Webster indicates the way ahead for his 
activists in the face of growing opposition, when he warns that the consequences 
of a sustained anti-Front campaign could well be “armed violence’. A statement 
that should not be dismissed lightly in view of the 3 year prison sentence on yet 
another Front member, Tierney of Exeter, for manufacturing explosives. 


Prisoners of Apartheid 


The book we advertise on the back cover is a timely reminder of the grim 
reality of what Apartheid really means and the determination and sacrifice of 
those who struggle to ensure its overthrow. 

To those who question the value of boycotting trade with South Africa, we 
can only say read this book and then ask yourself if what is for most people a 
minimal act of denial and self discipline should even be doubted if it is requested 
by those incarcerated on Robben Island. 

Some SO people are listed as having died whilst detained by the security 
police and of that number 36 were shown as having died from other than natural 
causes. The most frequent was “‘suicide from hanging’, but other causes listed 
include “brain injury”’, “internal bleeding”, “fell down a flight of stairs”, “fell 
out of a tenth floor window” and “fell six floors down stairwell’’. These are all 
official explanations of the cause of death. In addition to these details is the 
appalling statistic of the 128 non-political prisoners who died in 1977 alone, 
whilst in police custody. 

Certainly Prisoners of Apartheid brings home the reality that the investments 
and trade that prop up the Apartheid regime really are steeped in blood.

THE IRISH CONNECTION 


During the last few months several readers have 
drawn our attention to the appearance of stickers 
in their locality bearing the imprint NSIWP/ 
NSPUK (National Socialist Irish Workers Party/ 
National Socialist Party UK) and have requested 
information about fascist activity in Ireland. 

Links with fascism in Ireland go back to the 
1930s when a volunteer brigade, the Blueshirts, 
was formed to go to Spain in order to fight on the 
side of General Franco and his fascists against the 
democratic Republican government. 

More recently there seems to be two main 
strands which reflect the current political situation. 
One is the attempt to establish the National Front 
in the six counties of Ulster and the other revolves 
around the activity of the openly Nazi NSIWP. 

In Ulster the Front have always had problems 
in making headway because of the existence of a 
number of extreme right wing Loyalist groups with 
whom it was necessary to compete. Even when 
there was a large measure of sympathy with the 
policy of the Front, there was at the same time an 
unwillingness for those organisations to lose their 
identity. 

The first real effort by the Front to get under 
way was in 1973 when a branch was formed in 
South Down. In June that year Bill Annett stood 
as a candidate for the Assembly elections, but he 
only received a derisory vote of just under 600. 

A few weeks later a tripartite meeting took place 
in London, between the Ulster Volunteer Force

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(UVF), an illegal extreme-right wing Protestant 
para-military organisation responsible for some of 
the worst sectarian killings, the East Antrim 
Loyalist Front, a small extreme Protestant group 
believed to have UVF connections (and also the 
backing of Bill Mitchell an ardent NF supporter) 
and the National Front. 

The outcome of the meeting was inconclusive 
since its main aim, a merger, was not acceptable to 
the UVF. It was nevertheless believed that there 
was an understanding that the UVF would allow 
dual membership. One of the main obstacles 
to a merger was that the militant Protestant 
organisations were unhappy about some of the 
members of the Front leadership being Catholics. 

There was nevertheless a great deal of mutual 
support and when the National Front opened an 
office at 28 Ravenhill Road, Belfast, in April 1974, 
the journal of the UVF Combat, wrote: “‘Combat 
magazine wishes every success to the NF in 
Northern Ireland and trusts that it may go from 
strength to strength”. Branches were opened in a 
number of towns and in May, what was intended 
to be the Front’s monthly paper, the Ulster Worker, 
was launched. 

Within twelve months what looked like the 
beginning of a successful attempt to build a Front 
presence in Ulster had turned sour. Resentment 
started to develop against the Front as it became 
evident that ‘“‘Loyalism to the Crown” meant 
“Loyalism’”’ not on the terms of the England

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National Socialist Irish Workers Party 
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based NF, but on the terms of the Ulster based 
extreme-right. The other factor was that there were 
already more than enough organisations in existence 
advocating policies similar to those of the NF, with 
the added ingredient of a para-military involvement. 

The final blow came when the now titled 
Northern Ireland Group of the National Front 
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formally applied for membership of the umbrella 
organisation, the UUUC (United Ulster Unionist 
Council) and was rejected. 

In addition to Front activity in Northern Ireland 
there are a couple of small monthly bulletins: the 
British Ulsterman, which claims to be independent 
but supports the Front, and the Ulster Sentinel, 
which is critical in part of the NF and carries 
adverts for British Movement and the White 
Nationalist, an American Nazi journal. It also has 
contacts with a number of European Nazi groups 
and is recommended by the Spanish Nazi organi- 
sation CEDADE. 

There is also an accommodation address, 33 
Bridge Street, Lisburn Co. Antrim. This is a centre 
for the distribution of racist and anti-Semitic 
stickers and pamphlets, which is believed to be 
connected with Beauclair of the Historical Review 
Press. 


The Irish Republic 


There is a small National Socialist group in the 
Republic, the NSIWP, which is linked to a similar 
organisation, the NSPUK, based in England. 
Jointly they publish a monthly magazine called 
Phoenix along with an internal bulletin NS News 
which inits July 1976 issue announced the appoint- 
ment of Manchester Prison officer Baldwin as area 
leader. There is also a monthly paper Irish Worker. 

The ‘NSIWP’ is led by Terry Byrne who likes to 
be known as Commander Byrne. His counterpart 
in England is J. Moore who lives in the North-East. 

International links are maintained through the 
World Union of National Socialists and there is 
regular contact with CEDADE in Spain. 

In 1975 a split occurred in the party when the 
editor of Jrish Worker, Colum O Torain formed a 
rival group called the National Socialist Federation. 
McLaughlin, the leader of British Movement makes 
regular trips to Ireland to meet both factions and 
although there is no formal agreement they work 
fairly closely together. 

Byrne produces a considerable quantity of 
propaganda material, specialising in stickers, 
and has an arrangement with the Spanish Nazi 
organisation CEDADE to allow them to produce 
posters and stickers with the NSIWP imprint on 
them. 

One of the most important figures in the Repub- 
lic is a university lecturer called Raymond 
Hughes who is a member of British Movement. He 
apparently speaks Italian and makes frequent trips 
to that country where he has met the leader of the 
Italian fascists, Almirante. 

Although the NSIWP/NSPUK is a tiny party it is 
able to create the illusion of size because of its 
capability to supply a considerable quantity of 
material for the members of other organisations 
to distribute. It is more than likely that the stickers 
that have appeared in different parts of the country 
have been put there by members of British Move- 
ment or the National Front. 





ARMED VIOLENCE 


- Webster’s 
threat 





In an amazing outburst in the October issue of the 
National Front journal Spearhead, Martin Webster 
referred to the possibility of the Front resorting to 
the use of arms. The comment appears in the 
article “Have the Jews really turned on the ANL’’, 
in which Webster sets the tone for his anti-Semitic 
diatribe from the opening paragraph. 

‘“‘When Zionist Jewry wishes to make an impor- 
tant announcement to the Gentile world in general 
and to the mass media in particular, it almost 
invariably uses as its shofar the BBC’s premier 
daily radio news magazine The World At One 
— and why not, with Victor Marmion, Jenny 
Abramski and Joshua Rosenberg leading the 
production/editorial team!” 

Apart from its anti-Semitism the article has 
another theme: the massive leafletting campaign 
embarked upon by the Anti Nazi League (showing 
that the Front is not only racist, but also based on 
Nazi ideals) and the impact this campaign may 
have on voters at the next General Election. 

Webster warns of the consequences if the 
leafleting is not prevented by the authorities and

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claims that ‘“‘Rumour has it that in anticipation 
of the Anti Nazi League’s plan to break the election 
law on a truly massive and unprecedented scale 
the Director of Public Prosecutions has set up at 
Scotland Yard a special squad of CID officers who 
will deal with all matters affecting Election Law’’. 

Recent correspondence between the Sunderland 
anti-racist committee and the Attorney General’s 
office has dealt with the question of who has the 
right to distribute literature and under what 
conditions and it is worth reproducing some of the 
relevant comments. It could well be considered that 
those distributing anti-Nazi literature as part of an 
ongoing campaign have as much right to continue 
that campaign in an election period as the Aims of 
Industry and other groups. 

But as far as the National Front is concerned 
opposition to their vicious racist attacks on blacks, 
Asians and Jews is tantamount to a “campaign of 
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corruption, subversion and violence’. Webster, 
after seeming to get himself into a position of 
near hysteria, then adopts a more threatening 
tone. 

“What all this amounts to is an attempt by an 
organisation which will not (under its own name) 
have one candidate nominated, to break up by 
various forms of unlawful and criminal conduct, 
the lawful election campaign of a party which will 
have hundreds of candidates nominated. 

“Can the Establishment — however much it 
hates us — stand for that? I would submit that it 
cannot, if it wants Parliamentary democracy to 
survive — if it wants that section of the population 
sympathetic to British Nationalism to refrain from 
the last resort of the politically desperate: armed 
violence. If the authorities who are responsible for 
upholding the Law do not uphold Election Law 
where it applies to the National Front, what other 
alternatives will racial nationalists have?’’ 

These are the words of a political Al Capone and 
it is important to understand that this is not the 
first time that the threat of the use of arms has 
been made by the Front. In an article in Britain 
First about three years ago, dealing with the 
United Nations Genocide Convention and the 


Declaration of Human Rights, NF members were 
urged to join their local gun club if Britain were 
to ratify either. 

The Spearhead article was really a companion 
piece to the NF pamphlet Lifting the lid off the 
Anti Nazi League which had as its recurring theme 
the same strand of anti-Semitism and the Jewish 
conspiracy fable. 

Everyone mentioned init is either ‘“‘one of them’”’ 
— half a “one of them’’ or had been touched and 
tained by ‘fone of them’’ in the process of being 
sucked into the “great conspiracy”’. 

This preoccupation with the ‘‘machinations” 
of the Jewish community is, as we have previously 
pointed out, the other side of the coin to their 
campaign of physical intimidation of blacks and 
Asians. A recent Searchlight poster endeavoured to 
depict this violence and part of it was also used on 
the front cover of Searchlight 30, which dealt with 
the Young National Front. 

Martin Webster seems to think that it was not a 
fair representation of the way many of his members 
behave but we maintain that it really does show 
the face of violence that so many have experienced 
over the years, as the illustrations on page 5 
clearly show. 





‘JUSTICE’ A 
LA MODE 


IN LEEDS 


Following a conference of the now defunct British 
National Party (BNP) in November 1977, a Leeds 
University student, John Wilson, was the victim of 
an assault by five of its members. As a result of 
the beating, he received a fractured skull, brain 
haemorrhage and cuts to his head requiring 16 
stitches. One BNP member was seen to hold a fire 
extinguisher which he raised and then threw at 
Wilson’s head as he lay on the floor. 

When the five fascists appeared in court their 
activities were described as “savage and wanton 
violence’? by the prosecution, yet apparently no 
one was charged with the vicious attack on Wilson. 

John Hughes pleaded guilty to assaulting three 
brothers Edward, Neil and Stephan Parkin and, 
along with Frederick Harris, Alan Peace, Michael 
Howarth and John Hawkin, to using threatening 
words and behaviour. 

The prosecution accepted a not guilty plea by 
all the defendants to an affray charge. 

Judge Dean told the accused that he was not 
concerned with their political affiliations since 
people were free to join the party of their choice 
and told them: “I have to deal with you as 
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criminals’, which is all very well but the BNP 
was a party that expected that degree of violence 
from its members and actively encouraged it. 

What was the outcome of their night of “‘savage 
and wanton violence’’? The very “stern” application 
of the law against thuggery was reflected in sen- 
tences of 100 to 200 hours of community service 
— or if you prefer, the equivalent of 13 to 26 
normal working days. 

This, we may point out, against the background 
of many acts of similar violence by BNP members 
during the last two years. 


RED FACES AT 
NATIONAL FRONT HQ 


A little bird whispers that there is deep embarrass- 
ment at the Front’s new headquarters over the 
much publicised fracas that recently took place, 
when ten of their members attacked a group of 
people who had gathered outside. As a consequence 
a passing cyclist received severe injuries requiring 
60 stitches, anumber of others had to have hospital 
treatment and four NF members face charges. 

Apparently it has since been discovered that a 
number of Young NF members decided to go and 
have a look at the new headquarters and were 
standing outside discussing the premises when the 
door burst open and the valiant defenders came 
pouring out eager to prove themselves. 

According to our information everyone in the 
know has been told to keep tight-lipped about 
the incident, but it would appear that some lips 
are tighter than others. 














KEEPING WOMEN 
IN THEIR PLACE 





THE NAFF AND THE ‘UNISEX PERVERSION’ 


The front-man for a viciously anti-women’s move- 
ment programme recently broadcast on BBC 2 is a 
member of the National Association for Freedom. 
The programme, shown in the Open Door series, 
described women as inherently submissive, attacked 
equality legislation, and said that supporters of 
women’s liberation were perverted, extremist, or 
unable to get men. 

The Free Nation, paper of the extreme-right 
NAFF, previewed the programme in glowing terms 
(15-28 September 1978 issue). Under the headline 
“Watch Out Women’s Lib!’’, the Free Nation said 
that the programme, “‘a cogently argued attack on 
the Womens Lib Movement’’, was “‘the work of a 
Gloucestershire member of the National Association 
for Freedom, Mr David Stayt’’. The article went on: 


“Mr Stayt will be criticising the recent sex equality 
legislation which has recently passed through Parliament. 
He says he deplores the present policy of ‘trying to push 
girls and women into masculine roles’, and supports Dr 
Desmond Morris’s view that the male role is assertive and 
dominant.” 


The basic philosophy of the programme, fronted 
by Stayt with the assistance of his daughter and 
three other women, issummed up in the statements 
that ‘“‘the majority of young women see the role of 
wife and mother as being women’s main purpose in 
life’, and that “‘the sex differences should be 
encouraged and enhanced, not suppressed”’. 

In the programme, this view was supported by 
an anonymous “doctor”, who was wheeled on to 
make breathtaking generalisations like “women are 
less aggressive than men’’, “women are more ruled 
by their emotions than men’, and “‘most experts 
believe” (sic) “‘that for the woman maternity is 
her natural creative fulfillment’. Following from 
this, the programme attacks what it calls “the 
absurd Sex Discrimination Act’’, claiming that the 
Act “denies choice and freedom” (to employers, of 
course), and alleging that women are inherently 
inferior in some jobs to men: 


“Women do not generally do so well in executive 
positions, and in occupations involving danger, problem 
solving, numerical tasks and analytical thinking . . . For 
leadership and top management a male is more suitable.” 


Because of his belief that there is ‘‘a vast scheme 
to change society into a unisex organisation’, 
Stayt has convinced himself that Parliament, the 
schools and the Press have been taken over by what 
he calls “the unisex perversion”. Ludicrously, he 
claims that “‘for every article promoting femininity 
and the feminine role, you will find ten promoting 
the womens’ lib line’ (an assertion which is 


countered by every newsagents’ magazine stall; and 
indeed by the fact that, while women have the 
women’s page of the newspaper, men have the 
paper as a whole); he goes on to argue that 
““women’s-lib-type indoctrination . . . even appears 
in the teenage magazines” (seriously), and one of 
his sidekicks later claims that ‘‘in television the 
women’s lib line comes over strongly . . . Seldom 
does a modern play or film show women in femi- 
nine roles’’ (seriously again). 

During its discussion of the media, the pro- 
gramme also attacked the NALGO journal for 
stopping its sexist ‘‘Prettiest Recruit of the Month” 
feature, claiming that it is “natural” for men to 
oggle photographs of women’s bodies. 

Predictably, the programme called in the aid of 
religion, quoting St Paul’s stricture that women 
should “submit” themselves to their husbands 
(another of the sidekicks admitted that “I want to 
obey and be owned by the man I love; men should 
insist on their natural dominant role’’), and praising 
the unrevised marriage service which required 
women to promise to “obey” their husbands. 

The programme also contained a _ not-very- 
effectively veiled attack on homosexuality. Com- 
menting on a Gloucester discoteque’s evasion of 
the Sex Discrimination Act by advertising that on 
certain nights, “anyone wearing a skirt admitted 
free’, Stayt commented: “This is great news for 
all male perverts. If they turn up in skirts they can 
get in free’. Shortly afterwards, commenting on 
the fact that, now, wives can put their husbands on 
their passports as well as the other way round, he 
said: ‘‘One wonders what sort of weedy man it is 
who wants his wife to take him abroad rather than 
him taking her’’. 

Finally, the programme caricatured and slandered 
both female and male supporters of women’s 
liberation in the following terms: 


“We have asked women why they think some women are 
women’s libbers. Replies were: inferiority complex, 
inability to be feminine or to attract men; insecurity; 
perversion; bad fathers or husbands; indoctrination; and 
political extremism. As to why men should take the 
women’s lib line, the replies were: those in Parliament 
do it for vote-catching reasons . . . Others do it for the 
trendy belief that equality and justice are the same and 
for ignorance of the value of the feminine role. Other 
women said they must be psychologically impotent 
men, certainly not proper men.” 


The NAFF’s evident approcal of Stayt’s argu- 
ments once again throws into relief the organi- 
sation’s oftly-made assertion, not that they are not 
fascists (which, indeed, they are not), but that they 
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have nothing in common with the National Front, 
that they are on the opposite side of the fence, and 
that, indeed, they are much more genuinely “‘anti- 
fascist” than the Left. Because, on the question of 
women at least, David Stayt of the NAFF is singing 
a very similar tune to that being sung by the 
National Front. 

Is the Open Door programmes’ belief in “‘the 
role of wife and mother as being women’s main 
purpose in life” any different from the statement 
that “we would wish to see a society that respected 
and cherished the feminine role as principally one 
of wife, mother and homemaker” (Spearhead, NF 
journal, January 1977)? Are remarks like ‘‘unisex 
does not lead to happiness or fulfillment but to 
confusion and unnatural behaviour” (Open Door) 
not remarkably similar to NF leader John Tyndall’s 
wish “‘to see real manhood and real womanhood 
once again valued, and the current trend to unisex 
reversed (Times interview, August 30, 1977)? 

Even more direct comparisons can be drawn 
between the Open Door programme and two 
articles in the January 1978 edition of Spearhead. 
The first piece condemned “‘the anti-social policy 
of encouraging more married women to seek 
employment through the device of the Sex Dis- 
crimination Act”. Legislation, combined with 
“heavy taxation”, cause women to go out to work, 


we were told, leading to a situation where the 
woman is “hard put to it to prepare the evening 
meal and perform the domestic chores’. Thus, 
Spearhead stated, “is the family unit eroded’’, the 
family being “the very foundation of our civilised 
society”’. 

In the same way, the Open Door programme 
condemned the “absurd Sex Discrimination Act’’, 
claiming that “there never was a time when it 
should be less necessary for a married women to go 
outside the home to work’”’, blamed “‘taxation”’ for 
“forcing married women into outside work and 
thereby helping to achieve the women’s lib aim of 
destroying the natural sex roles’. And elsewhere 
the programme defined feminists as “‘people who 
want to destroy the natural sex roles, who want to 
destroy the family, which is the basis of society”’. 

Even more demonstrable, however, are the 
comparisons between the Open Door programme 
and the other January 1978 Spearhead article, 
entitled ‘The Feminine Condition’. Hence, 
Spearhead: 


“The myth of bisexuality is directly linked to the idea 
that at birth sex has only been superficially determined 
and that it is only really established and fixed by family 
and social influences.” 


And this is Open Door: 








BOOK 
REVIEWS 


We recommend the following books to our readers 
as Christmas gifts to their friends or to themselves. 

A Time To Die by Tom Wicker. An eye-witness 
account of the Attica prison revolt in America. 
£1.50. 

Focus. Arthur Miller’s story about anti-Semitism 
in USA in the forties. Although this is a reprint, it 
is not a book widely read in this country to date. 
95p. 

White man, we want to talk to you by Sunday 
Times journalist Denis Herbstein. A book about 
apartheid in operation by someone who grew up in 
South Africa. 95p. These three books are all 
published by Penguin books. 

A first class book on American trade unions and 
the connections with the Mafia and politicians is 
Dan Moldea’s book The Hoffa Wars about the life 
times and death of Jimmy Hoffa, leader of the 
Teamsters’ union. Published by Paddington Press 
at £5.95. 

Dan E. Moldea opens his extremely well written 
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history of the rise and fall of Jimmy Hoffa, boss 
of America’s Transport union The Teamsters, 
with the line “Jimmy Hoffa’s most valuable 
contribution to the American Labor movement 
came at the moment he stopped breathing on 
July 30th 1975’. This passage has both been 
praised and attacked by American reviewers of 
his book. He wrote those lines not because he is 
anti-union but because, as he said in an interview 
on the BBC programme Tonight, he thinks good 
trade unionism, that which is really interested in 
its members and their place in society, should be 
praised and supported. 

Dan Moldea started work on the book four 
years ago and has worked solidly on the project 
ever since. His greatest achievements were to win 
the confidence of rank and file members of the 
Union, who had suffered so badly at the hands of 
Hoffa and his thugs over the years, and to ferret 
out the identities of those men in the Mafia and 
the Right of the American Republican Party who 
were linked with Hoffa both during his years in 
office and his time in prison. 

The book reveals firmly those links which 
existed and in some cases still exist between the 
Nixon camp, the Mafia and crooked Union bosses 
who looted their members’ Pension Funds not to 
line their own pockets but to aid dirty underworld 
and political deals. The clash between Robert 
Kennedy and Hoffa, Moldea believes led to not 
only Robert Kennedy’s death but also that of his 
brother, John F. Kennedy, in Dallas. 

He has traced records of telephone calls made 


“Masculinity and femininity are not the result of artificial 
stereotyping by society but are the result of genetic and 
glandular differences.” 


Again, Spearhead: 


“As for differences in intelligence, on the average the IQ 
variation is greater in men than in women. ‘Men are less 
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average than women’. 


And again, Open Door: 


“Tt is consequently the male that produces the supreme 
achievements . . . as well as more of the intellectually 
abnormal and subnormal. Women are more average 
than men.” 


And further, Spearhead wrote of “the tendency 
towards aggression, which is more clearly marked 
in the masculine sex’’, stating that, “the comple- 
mentarity of the sexes is fundamental”, while 
Open Door’s Doctor commented that “women are 
less aggressive than men”, and the programme later 
alleged that “the sexes are complementary; the 
man is the naturally dominant partner”. For 
Spearhead, masculine characteristics include “the 
itch to conquer and dominate’, while feminine 
attributes include “submission”. The Open Door 
programme referred to “the concept of the domi- 
nant male and the submissive female” as ‘“‘a natural 
situation, which proper men and women like”. 


The obsession with “proper” and “real” men 


(and the loathing of “perverts”) leads on to a last, 


and obvious, comparison between the philosophy 
of the Open Door programme and the National 
Front. The same Spearhead article attacks “the 
masculine attitudes of certain women and the 
effeminate attitudes of certain men’; the Open 
Door programme similarly attacked the encourage- 
ment of “effeminate men and masculine women 
in their obsession for equality and unisex”. 

As stated above, the fact that a NAFF member 
echoes the sentiments of the NF on the question of 
Women’s Liberation does not mean that the NAFF 
is the same as the NF. What it does demonstrate, 
however, is that the two organisations are philo- 
sophically on the same side of the fence on one 
highly important question (indeed, arguably, the 
most important question). Both the NAFF and the 
NF believe that human beings’ skills, aptitudes and 
characters are inevitably created by their biological 
roles, and that to try and alter those roles (or, even 
worse, to assert that biology matters much less 
than social factors) is to fly in the face of the 
natural order of things. It is a quintessentially 
reactionary posture. In their shared belief in the 
inevitable dominance of patriarchy over women, 
the NAFF and the NF are consistently in chorus 
with each other. 


between top Hoffa aides, Mafia bosses and Jack 
Ruby, the man who shot and silenced the alleged 
lone killer of the President Lee Harvey Oswald. 

The connections between the mob, Cuban exiles 
and Oswald appear to have come out of Hoffa’s 
close underworld links and the mob’s hatred of 
Castro; and what started out as a plot to kill Castro 
appears to have ended up with the death of the US 
President and his brother the US Attorney General 
who had pursued Hoffa for so many years through 
Senate hearings and The Courts. 

Hoffa was out of prison and attempting to make 
a comeback in the Union, when he was murdered 
by the Mafia. Moldea has been able to identify the 
men who ordered the killing of Hoffa and because 
American libel laws are so much more relaxed than 
ours he is able to name names in his book. 

Searchlight spent a very interesting couple of 
hours with Dan Moldea and found him to be a 
very intelligent and charming young man, with a 
real flare for serious investigative journalism. We 
wish him well for the future and look forward to 
his next venture. 

The transfer of the CIA’s activities with the 
ending of the Vietnam war from South East Asia 
to Africa is charted in John Stockwell’s book 
In Search of Enemies published by Andre Deutsch 
at £6.50. Well worth reading if you are a spook 
watcher or have an interest in Africa. 

Another book just out by Private Eye writer 
Richard West The White Tribes Re-visited also 
published by Deutsch at £4.25 is a first class read. 

Pelican’s Beyond the Limits of the Law by the 


late Tom Bowden, and Private Police by Hilary 
Draper (prices £1.25 and 95p respectively) are 
both very good studies of how modern societies 
and policed. Ms Draper’s book is very valid today 
with the huge growth in the area of private security 
companies in Britain. 

Sir Robert Mark’s autobiography published by 
Collins is well worth a read for an insight into the 
politics of policing this country. 

John J. Stephen’s master work on The Russian 
Fascists is well researched. It takes a look inside 
the world of exiled Russian right-wingers during 
the twenties, thirties and the war period. Published 
by Hamish Hamilton. 

Lawrence and Wishart have brought out a timely 
reprint of Phil Piratin’s classic book on the struggle 
against Mosley in London’s East End in the Thirties 
— Our Flag Stays Red, £1.50. Piratin was one of 
two Communist Party MPs in the forties and was 
in the forefront of the fight against the Blackshirts. 

Chains by Baron Moss is a work of what is 
known today as “Faction” — a combination of 
real events and pure fiction. The author grew up in 
the East End of London at the height of Blackshirt 
activity, and he also draws from real events in the 
British Communist Party in the war years and the 
fifties. As a first novel it is very impressive and I 
am sure it will awaken memories of good and bad 
times amongst our readers. On the other hand it 
slightly fails towards the end where fiction takes 
over completely. But we would certainly recom- 
mend it as a good read. Published by Bachman and 
Turner at £5.50.

A BUSY 
WEEKEND 


November 11/12 were busy days for Britain’s 
assorted Nazi organisations, the British Movement, 
League of St. George and the National Front. 

On Saturday 11 British Movement had planned 
to hold their national conference on the farm of 
“Robin Beauclair, a well known very wealthy 
racist landowner” to quote the British Movement 
members bulletin British Tidings. Two days before 
the event was due to take place BM leader Mc- 
Laughlin received a telephone call from Beauclair 
informing him that he had changed his mind 
because of certain “‘pressures’”’. To McLaughlin’s 
obvious disbelief he claimed that the police had 
told him that they could not prevent people using 
the public right of way across his land and intimated 
that the event may lead to protest demonstrations 
that they may find difficult to contain. 

In British Tidings this explanation is regarded as 
something to be taken with a pinch of salt since 
in the past Beauclair would have shrugged such a 
possibility off and he isn’t exactly shy about 
putting the farm address down as the place to 
obtain the anti-Semitic and racist publications of 
the Historical Review Press. Nor was he particularly 
bothered when he was entertaining the Ku Klux 
Klan recently. 

The only conclusion that BM can come to is that 
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Lady Birdweo 


Lady Jane Birdwood, one of Britain’s most 
notorious racists, gave an interview to the 
Darlington Evening Despatch on Friday October 
13 (she couldn’t have chosen a better day) in 
which she seemed somewhat put out by the fact 
that so many people think that her views were 
similar to the Nazis. 

Could it be that her involvement with British 
Movement, the League of St. George and the 
National Front have led people to that obvious 
conclusion? Two years ago she shared a platform 
in Trafalgar Square with a number of people who 
are well known for their Nazi and racist ideals and 
in fact several of them were also on the organising 
committee that met at her home at Philbeach 
Gardens. 

Or perhaps it is her prominent role as one of 
the British representatives for the World Anti- 
Communist League (WACL), an organisation that 
has recently carried articles in its journal Replica 
on the ‘Jewish Conspiracy’ and proudly announced 
accepting into its membership the Italian fascist 
party MSI (Italian Social Movement — National 
Right). 

In Searchlight 39 we reproduced photographs of 


Beauclair’s increasingly friendly relations with 
Front boss Tyndall may well have had something 
to do with his sudden change of mind. 

Still smarting under what he regarded as a 

rebuff, McLaughlin claims in his bulletin that this 
was hardly a friendly gesture in return for his 
toughs accepting responsibility for guarding the 
Front’s new headquarters on a recent occasion. 
_ They had to quickly re-arrange the venue and 
switched to Hoxton Market where about 60 
members turned up for the annual rant, though 
the evening meeting at the Crown and Shuttle pub 
in Shoreditch High Street had an audience of about 
130. McLaughlin claims to have received messages 
of support from the following —- CEDADE, National 
States Rights Party, National Socialist White 
Peoples Party, Sword of Christ, the ‘“‘New Order’’, 
and Sandro Saccuci the Italian fascist MP who has 
had his Parliamentary immunity lifted and is on the 
run to avoid arrest on a murder charge. 


FRONT LOSE SUPPORT 


The National Front can hardly be bubbling over 
following their annual Rememberence Day parade 
(Sunday November 12) which in the past has seen 
as many as six to ten thousand participating. This 
year, for the first time, there was opposition to the 
sickening sight of this racist and pro National 
Socialist party insulting the memory of those who 
died in the last war in opposition to everything 


Lady Birdwood at a meeting at the Imperial Hotel, 
Birmingham, along with members of the British 
Movement and the National Front. Her latest 
involvement was on the National Front march on 
24 September. 

Prior to her visit to Darlington the area had been 
subjected to the distribution of her racist broad- 
sheet, Choice, by a local painter-decorator Tony 
Bruce who takes great pains to drive his message 
home by plastering the windows of his house with 
racist slogans and propaganda. The activities of 
Bruce have caused considerable anger and concern 
amongst the towns small Black and Asian com- 
munity, with demands for the police to take action 
under the Race Relations Act. 

The Dowager obviously thought that the efforts 
of Tony Bruce needed some emphasis as can 
be seen from the following extracts from her 
interviw. 

“We must make a stand in Darlington to stop 
trouble before it starts and that means we must 
have repatriation. If immigrants don’t want to 
leave on their own accord then we must be 
prepared to enforce repatriation. 

“T advocate a campaign of civil disobedience to 


they stand for. As a result it was interesting to note 
that only 2,500 turned out despite an all out effort 
to mobilise their members and sympathisers. 

Interestingly, Martin Webster had to berate many 
of those participating for their unkempt appearance 
and bad behaviour on the march. Well thats what 
happens when you go out of your way to recruit 
football hooligans and back street thugs. 


LEAGUE OF ST GEORGE 


On the evening of November 12 the League of 
St. George held a social at the Hoop and Geese 
in Farringdon Road at which some overseas 
guests were to put in an appearance. Amongst 
the usual collection from the various fascist organi- 
sations was the interesting figure of Richard 
Lawson, formerly editor of Britain First and a 
leading member of the National Party until its 
demise. He was named as one of those who Tyndall 
said will never be admitted to the NF under any 
circumstances because of the role he played in the 
split in 1976. 

The people from abroad turned out to be 
members of the Flemish VMO and Robert Boot 
from Holland. 

In a short speech League leader Keith Thompson 
held out the hand of “solidarity”? when he said: 
“One of our aims is to hold out a helping hand to 
any European nationalist who is in trouble with 
police back home’’.

make life more difficult for any coloured person 
who has arrived here in the last 30 years. 

“T practice it already. If anyone sends a black 
engineer to my house I will ring back and ask for 
a white engineer. I think my own people have a 
right to do the jobs in this country. 

“The coloured people have in the views of the 
English been preferred and pampered to their own. 
They are here for the beer and the beer will have 
to run dry. This will have to be done by public 
pressure. 

“You don’t have to have Nazi sympathies to 
stand up for your own people. 

‘‘Jews regard themselves as an oppressed minority 
and ally themselves to the blacks. They would all 
be better off if they were to go to Israel.” 

It may well be that Nazi sympathies are not 
necessary to be a racist but as far as the Dowager 
Lady Birdwood is concerned her regular involve- 
ment with various sections of the fascist movement 
just cannot be shrugged to one side. 

Nor can the Conservative Party continue to 
ignore her activities - or can they?

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WHAT THEIR 
PAPERS SAY 


The fascist scene is getting so much simpler nowa- 
days. The differences between the ‘respectable’ 
Nazis of the Front and the open Nazis are daily 
disappearing. 

Not so long ago the NF tried hard publicly to 
claim it was not a Nazi outfit: “Oh no, we’re not 
Nazis, we’re merely patriots, even democrats’’ was 
their regular cry. 

Then the task was to show the hypocrisy of such 
claims by demonstrating old associations, present 
links, scarcely veiled innuendos etc. 

But now the Front is making this task so much 
easier. The October edition of Spearhead reveals 
all the old links. But more than this it shows that 
the Front is no longer being coy about its Nazism. 

This might seem a bit strange, given that the 
October edition also contains the traditional 
denials of Nazism. Tyndall, becoming rattled by 
diminishing support for the Front and increasing 
opposition, strikes his ‘resolute leader pose’ in a 
piece entitled ““My Answer To The Smear Mongers’’. 

Much of this is the usual old cant: ‘““The National 
Front neither favours dictatorships in principle nor 
operates it in practice’. Tyndall goes on to talk 
about the Front’s ‘commitment to democratic 
methods’. 

More than this, Tyndall reassures party faithfuls 
that ‘equally absurd is the suggestion that the racial 
policies which we now advocate for Britain will 
lead to the ‘extermination’ of other races” (but 
why does he put ‘extermination’ in quotes?). 

And so on, until the resolute leader declares: 

I hope that these few facts will have served to remove 

the atmosphere of hysteria that the opponents of the 

National Front have sought deliberately to introduce 

into the debate about our policies. I hope also that the 

record is now straight. The National Front cannot by 

the remotest criteria be called a Nazi party by the 

definition by which most people understand Nazism. 
But if the record is so straight, why add the saving 
clause “‘by the definition by which most people 
understand Nazism’’. Could it be that Tyndall is 
calling the Front ‘Nazi’ according to his own 
perverse definition? 

Certainly in the same Spearhead there are 
enough broad hints to call the Front Nazi by 
anyone’s definition. The anti-Semitism, never 
particularly far from the surface, is openly visible 
this month. Webster’s article (discussed in detail 
elsewhere) bears the title “Have the Jews really 
turned on the ‘Anti Nazi League’?’’ — no pretence 
here to distinguish between Jews and Zionists. 

Tyndall in his piece classifies the Jews under the 
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heading of ‘“‘other races’. And there’s also a 
large picture of Front member Captain Kenneth 
McKilliam, an obsessed anti-Semite to the waxed 
tips of his moustache. 

The letters page brings two good examples of 
the Front’s links with the Nazis. There’s a letter 
from Peter H. Peel (hasn’t he written for the Nazi 
League Review?) complaining about the Zionist 
conspiracy of 1848 — no, this is not a typographical 
error. Peel really does work up a lather of fury 
against the Zionist attack against ‘‘one of my 
favourite monarchs, the brilliant King Frederick 
William IV of Prussia’’. 

Another letter comes from H.B. Isherwood, 
who’s also a member of The Northern League: a 
Nazi, ‘cultural’ organisation devoted “to the 
interests, friendship and solidarity of all Teutonic 
Nations’’. Isherwood writes in favour of a “properly 
defined” concept of racialism (definition seem the 
vogue this month): ‘‘Had racialism, as rationally 
understood, been applied in Europe, both the first 
and second great wars between racial kinsmen 
would have been avoided’’. In other words, Isher- 
wood, repeating a favourite Northern League line, 
is saying Britain should have stood alongside Hitler. 

It is possible to follow a short trail from Spear- 
head to the Nazis and there find the same familiar 
faces. Spearhead advertises British News, “The 
independent news magazine that supports the 
National Front’. 

British News, until very recently, was quite 
unabashed in its support for Hitler. But since 
shifting its allegiance to the Front it has been 
overtaken by an unusual coyness. Nevertheless, 
the October issue continues to advertise League 
Review, the magazine of the League of St. George. 

League Review, as regular readers of Searchlight 
will know, is nothing if not open in its praise for 
Nazism. The latest issue does not disappoint in this 
respect. 

There’s a short article entitled ‘Happy Birthday’. 
Cards and presents should be sent to the late 
A. Hitler, as League Review celebrates the 40th 
anniversary of the Munich Agreement. 

The birthday party calls forth a speech in praise 
of the Third Reich: 


No amount of verbal spew, however, can obscure that 
the agreement did no more than bring belated justice to 
the German inhabitants of the Sudetenland, who wished 
to be re-united with their kinfolk. The desire for reunion 
was, of course, overwhelming by this time, following 
Hitler’s conquest of unemployment and other social 


and economic ills which seemed to be beyond control in 
other countries. Equally important, perhaps, was the 
new social consciousness which had flowered in National 
Socialist Germany and resurrected the joy of being part 
of a true Folk Community. 


Elsewhere in the League Review there are 
comments about corruption “introduced by 
Jewish capitalism’ and. that “Orthodox Jews 
have always treated animals with total cruelty, 
bordering on sadism”. However, adds League 
Review on a note of moderation, “the Jews, or any 
racial groups are not the sole repository of all 
animal cruelty”. 

League Review makes no bones about the 
company it keeps. Its advertisements include the 
works of Arnold Leese, the old British fascist who 
publicly advocated gassing Jews before the war. 

One can obtain, via League Review’s ads, swastika 
armbands (“‘properly made, no prints’’) and tapes 
such as ‘Ein Volk, Ein Reich, Ein Fuhrer’, If one 
so chooses, one can thrill to the ‘Third Reich in 
Sound’: ‘The Big Parade of 1938. At which Hitler 
took salute. Hear the bands, the sounds of tanks 
and marching men’. 

The League of St. George openly boasts of its 
contacts with Nazis around the world. League 
Review has a special section devoted to ‘Overseas 
News’ which features news of ‘nationalist activities’. 

There is news of the paramilitary Nazi German 
Group Wehrsportgruppe Hoffman Truppe, whose 
“Unterfuhrer Arnd Heinz Marx . . . introduced 
himself to the League during his recent visit to 
Britain”’. 

Just in case any League Review reader missed 
the visit of the Unterfuhrer and is under any 
illusions about his group, League Review spells out 
the details: 


The Hoffman Truppe claim to have an important function 
in the spectrum of resurgent ‘young Germany’. They 
provide an important training facility for the youth of 
the new generation of young ‘front fighters’ against 
decadence and communism. They are not a political 
party — but offer training suitable to any young person 
from the age of 16 years. 


Also from Germany, is the neo-Nazi magazine 
Nation Europa, founded shortly after the war by 
ex-Waffen SS Arthur Ehrhard. Nation Europa 
played a prominent part in establishing the series 
of Fascist International Conferences in the 1950s. 
It is warmly recommended in the latest League 
Review. 

So is The National Socialist Party of America. 
But there are doubts about the Swedish Nazi 
party Nordiska Rikspartiet, which according to the 
League Review, “looks to Adolf Hitler’s Germany 
for its inspiration . . . The basic policy of the party 
is based on the premise that international Jewry 
unfairly distorts the economy, not only of Sweden 
but other countries, by its manipulation of the 
banking system. At the same time it points an 
accusative finger at Jewish influence on Western 
Culture and religious practice over the last two 
thousand years’’. 


But, laments the League Review, this admirable 
party, which shares the aspirations of the League 
of St. George, is insular and refuses to co-operate 
with its other European brethren. 

Now, in view of Tyndall’s statements about 
democracy (not to mention the fact that the 
League of St. George is officially proscribed to 
NF members), one would not expect to find the 
National Front rubbing shoulders with the likes 
of Nordiska Rikspartiet and Wehrsportgruppe 
Hoffman Truppe in the pages of the League 
Review. 

However NF member, Geoffrey Smith, has a 
letter in the League Review proposing joint NF/ 
League of St. George action against the World 
Council of Churches. He wants to co-operate with 
“organisers of racial nationalist groups’’ to arrange 
a march of protest: “When the response from 
British Patriots is big enough NF HQ will be 
notified .. . By marching together perhaps we can 
learn to talk together and eventually get together 
in a much larger National Front”’. 

Nor is Geoffrey Smith the only NF member who 
thinks this way. The same issue of League Review 
also has a contribution from NF member F. 
Winchelsea-Sherida, who has also contributed 
recently to Spearhead, (unless, of course, there’s 
someone else who rejoices in the same preposterous 
name). 

Winchelsea-Sherida’s contribution is probably a 
poem. Well, the lines don’t stretch to the end of 
the column and the syntax must charitably be 
described as operating under ‘poetic license’: 


Anglo-Saxons will rise 
in great numbers anew, 
to restore to our 
homeland and her fame, 
yes the ghosts 


etc. and etc. for fifty-two lines. 


This month the words of the NF are reaching 
across the whole fascist scene. Thus Christian 
Vanguard, arguably the most lunatic and nasty of 
all the lunatic and nasty US Nazi publications, 
reprints an article by Tyndall from Spearhead. 

Christian Vanguard, not so long ago, brought 
out a special Julius Streicher memorial issue. Its 
September issues still advertises the Streicher 
edition with its “131 documented cases of Jewish 
Ritual Murder’’. 

Pages three and four of Christian Vunguard, 
September, are given over to Tyndall’s attack on 
the clergy for not defending white supremacy and 
for daring to criticise the National Front which is 
“dedicated to the preservation of family life as the 
basis of a sound social order’. 

The Tyndall piece is accompanied by a photo- 
graph in which Tyndall looks, for all the world, as 
if he is about to vomit straight into the lap of a 
fellow NF functionary. 

And while on the subject of Tyndall’s vomit, 
back to his article in the current Spearhead. 
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The real point of the article is not to defend 
democracy. Quite the reverse it is to defend 
Nazism. And in this, Tyndall, for once, is quite 
explicit. 

According to Tyndall the ‘smear label’ of 
Nazism not only is used to blacken the reputation 
of the NF but also conceals “‘the true aims, record 
and history of Nazism itself”. 

And so, to put the matter straight, Tyndall does 
some defining. ‘Nazi’ is just an abbreviation of 
‘National Socialist’, according to Tyndall, who 
then goes on to defend National Socialism with all 
his might. 

National Socialism, in Tyndall’s view, is national- 
ism with ‘“‘a social conscience’. Hitler had come to 
the conclusion “as a young man in Vienna and 
subsequently in Vienna’ that nationalism could be 
“blended with the social conscience and at least 
some of the reforms of the left’. But of course, 
Hitler’s ‘socialism’ must not be confused with 
left-wing ‘socialism’. 

Tyndall is quick to point out that “To the 
German Nazis socialism meant social order and 
the common good... The socialism of the Nazis 
was a pragmatic blend of the useful elements of 
left and right”’. 


And Tyndall goes on to wax lyrical about the 
National Socialist ideal: 


National Socialism meant what the term implies: a social 
order harnessed to nationalism and patriotism; national 
sovereignty as opposed to one world; the preservation 
of national identity and character as opposed to cos- 
mopolitanism. 


In fact, concludes Tyndall, German National 
Socialism “represented an ideal of society favoured 
by hundreds of millions of people all over the 
Western World today”’. 

And, of course, these ideas are the very ideas 
advocated by Tyndall and the NF. His definition 
of National Socialism could have come straight 
from the National Front’s Statement of Policy. 

So, there we have it. After years of beating 
about the bush and enigmatic references to ‘youth- 
ful indiscretions’, Tyndall has come out into the 
open. He has offered a definition of ‘Nazism’, and 
his beliefs and those of his party fit squarely with 
this definition. 

As we said at the start, the world of fascists is 
becoming so much simpler. We now have it from 
the best of authorities that the National Front is a 
Nazi party.

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Kent Gazette, with the headline “Nazi candidate’s 
adoption meeting erupts in violence”, the Kent 
regional organiser of the Front wrote a letter in 
protest to the editor.

The editor of the newspaper published this 
complaint with a footnote saying that they regretted 
the use of the word Nazi and agreed that it was 
untrue.

They wanted to dissociate themselves from 
the statement issued by the editor, who also 
refused them right of reply during that week. 
The following week they were given space to 
write a letter to the editor. We reproduce it as it 
was published.

Busing the Bullies 
into Basingstoke 





Early in November, word leaked out that the 
National Front had booked a room for a meeting 
at the premises of the Council for Community 
Services, Chute House. Subsequent events indicated 
that the NF had deliberately passed the word 
around, and although a room had been booked, 
they had no intentions of using it since they had 
other ideas in mind than holding a meeting. 

The local anti-fascist committee decided, at 
short notice, to hold a small picket of the building 
but fortunately for them they approached from a 
route that enabled them to get a good view of the 
Front’s real intentions. There was a reception 
committee about 35 strong, including Tony 
Newlands from Portsmouth (who only a few 
months ago claimed to have left the Front in an 
interview in the local paper) and members of the 
honour guard, the NF strong arm squad. 

Since it was quite obvious what was intended, 
the members of the picket decided to disperse. 
This was just as well because a short while later 
a coach full of NF members from Ealing arrived 
to join those already outside the hall. They then 
went into the nearby pub, the Bass House, and 
started to shout: ‘Where are the anti-fascists’’ — 
“We want the anti-fascists’, which in itself is 
interesting as a self commentary. 

As a result of their threatening behaviour most 
of the customers left and when the barman who 
happened to be black started to collect the empty 
glasses, the NF members surrounded him, jeering 
and making insulting comments. Fortunately the 
manager was able to extricate him and send for the 
police, but by the time they arrived about 45 
minutes later the Front members had moved on 
to another target. 

This turned out to be a recently opened black 
youth club which they proceeded to stone and 
then tried to break into. There were only six or 
seven youths in the club at the time who were 
faced with the prospect of keeping out about 70 
Front members. They had to resort to throwing 
anything they could lay their hands on to prevent 
the Front rushing the narrow entrance to the club. 

Once again the police were sent for but by the 
time they arrived the NF had made off. 

_Two weeks later the Front were busing their 
way back into Basingstoke, but on this occasion 
they came in a coach hired from Atlas Tours and 
were mainly from Southall and Uxbridge. 

Their main objective seemed to be to disrupt a 
Socialist Workers Party discussion group at Shoot 


House, but they were spotted and the meeting was 
called off. 

Once again they went into the Bass House pub 
and started to insult the black bar staff. They 
met with a hostile reception from a number of 
the customers and when they refused to leave a 
fight broke out in which several NF members were 
injured. 

The police, who had been tipped off about 
the Front visit, eventually arrived and arrested 
two Front members and one of the black staff, 
Raymond Donaldson, who was held overnight 
before being charged.

USA: 


The trial of Tommy Lee Hines in Cullman Alabama 
has provided the focus for a contested attempt by 
the Ku Klux Klan to step up its race war campaign. 

Hines, convicted of raping three white women 
has become something of a cause celebre: not even 
a suspect for the crime, he was arrested for loitering 
and within hours, had produced a ‘confession’. 
Despite overwhelming evidence that he could not 
have been guilty, he was found guilty and sentenced 
to 30 years. 

Prominent in the campaign to defend him has 
been the Southern Christian Leadership Conference. 
It was a demonstration organised by the SCLC 
which prompted a mass turnout by Bill Wilkinson’s 
faction of the Klan; 3,000 of them barred the way 
of the defence demonstration. In fact the trial was 
only moved to Cullman from Decatur, 40 miles 
away following demonstrations and intimidation 
from the Klan. When the SCLC march reached

was when three people knocked on the door of 
someone who, unknown to them, had recently 
joined the ANL. They demanded to be allowed 
into the house in an aggressive manner, emphasising 
the point that they were from the Anti Nazi 
League. When they were refused admittance they 
said threatingly that they would be back. Other 
people in the vicinity have had similar experiences 
recently. 

Linking up with this particular form of activity 
is the widespread distribution of a fake ANL 
leaflet in the same area. Headed ‘The Union Jack 
is a Nazi Flag’, it goes on to say: ““The Union Jack 
is the Nazi flag of the National Front — it must be 
banned. The filthy red, white and blue on the 
Union Jack are a sign of racism, fascism and 
Nazism. It upsets our black brothers and it is the 
enemy of all true socialists and communists. 

“If you see one flying anywhere — pull it down.” 

This is the type of tactic the Front have developed 
in the letter columns of a number of papers and 
also at election time, when they have sent people 
phoney letters purporting to come from the local 
Housing Department requisitioning part of their 
house for Asian families. 

It is clear proof that the growing campaign 
against the Front is really having an impact — it’s 
starting to hurt. 
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Cullman 23 participants, including a national and 
a state leader, had been arrested by police who 
made little effort to disguise their friendliness 
with the Klan. The Klan, like the NF, preach the 
inevitability of ‘race war’. And, like the NF, they 
are doing their level best to make it a reality. 
Already racial tension in Cullman is increasing; 
police have had to confiscate automatic weapons 
at the courtroom door, and radio phone-in shows 
have been dominated by calls to “chang that nigger’’. 
Throughout the South, the Klan is attempting to 
launch itself once more into a significant political 
force. A wave of attacks, cross burnings and 
demonstrations in Lexington, Kentucky and a 
number of small towns in Mississippi have led the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Coloured People to call for a Justice Department 
investigation. One NAACP official was quoted 
recently as saying, “We are particularly disturbed 
by the attitude of one police chief who dismissed 
the incidents as childish pranks. Since the harass- 
ment comes from 17-23 year olds it is hardly 
childish, and amounts to new tactics by the KKK. 
They are selecting small towns in the expectation 
that all-white police forces will be slow to act’’. 


KKK Chief Bill Wilkinson, recently deported from 
Britain had a rough time when he tried to organise 
a Klan rally against bussing at City Hall Plaza. He 
and a number of other Klansmen were hurt when 
the rally was attacked by counter-demonstrators. 
Three Klansmen, including Mississippi Grand 
Dragon Douglas Coen needed hospital treatment. 


Zaire: 


A number of former Nazis have been identified 
as being involved in the OTRAG rocket project in 
Shaba Province. 

The project, which involves setting up a launching 
site which can provide spy rockets for Third World 
countries on a commercial basis, is being run by 
the Orbital Transport and Rocket Company, 
headed by three West Germans. It now enjoys 
virtual sovereignty over 40,000 square miles of 
the country. 

Among the former Nazis involved are Ermin 
Dadieu, an ex-SS officer, Dr Kurt Debus, Wolf- 
gang Pilz, Eugene Sanger and Klans Von Dohnanyi, 
who were all involved in the development of V2s 
and other rockets for the Nazi regime. 


Italy: 


Franco Freda, a leading fascist charged with 
involvement in a bomb attack on a Milan bank 
in 1969 has disappeared. On trial with over 30 
other Italian fascists, Freda was supposedly under 
surveillance by police in Catanzaro, where the trial 
is taking place. 

An immediate investigation into his disappear- 
ance was ordered by Justice Minister Francesco 
Bonifacio. 

The bomb attack, part of the extreme right’s 
“Strategy of tension” of the late 1960s, in which 
they hoped to pin the blame on the Left, left 16 
dead and over 80 injured. 


Giovanni Gronchi, former Italian President, has 
died aged 81. Despite an impressive record of anti- 
fascist resistance to the Mussolini regime, he was 
widely believed to have supported attempts by 
Prime Minister Francesco Tambroni to form a 
government with new fascist backing in 1960. 
The subsequent riots led to a number of deaths. 


In the “Moro Confessions” seized by police during 
a raid on a Red Brigade hideout, Aldo Moro praises 
“the high sense of duty” of a Right wing General 
and former Italian Intelligence Chief, accused ten 
years ago of plotting a fascist coup. 





W. Europe: 


Ironic, isn’t it, that the recent anniversary of 
‘Crystal Night’, the opening shot in Hitler’s assault 
of the German Jews, should have taken place while 
no less than three Western European democracies 
were being made aware of the extent to which 
those responsible for the pogroms are still very 
much on the loose. 

In Holland, Mr William Aantjes, leader of the 
Christian Democratic Party was forced to resign 
when it was learned that he had worked in a 
concentration camp at Assen. He had joined 
the Waffen SS voluntarily in October 1944 and 
consequently his Dutch citizenship, a prerequisite 
for election to the Parliament, was in doubt. 
Aantjes claimed that he had no choice but to join 
the SS in order to escape from his job as a Post 
Office worker in Germany and get home. He did 
not, however, disclose his activities at the end of 
the war. 

A row has also broken out in West Germany 
where one of the contenders for the CDU presiden- 
tial nomination, Karl Carstens, was recently 
exposed as an ex-member of the Nazi Party. The 
row prompted a West Berlin newspaper to reveal 
that the present President of the Federal Republic, 
Walter Schell, was himself a member of the Nazi 
Party from 1942. Only a few months ago Hans 
Filibinge, the Christian Democrat Prime Minister 
of Baden — Wuttemburg was forced to resign 


following disclosures that he had passed death 
sentences on anti-Nazis while serving as a judge in 
the armed forces during the war. Reports in the 
magazine Stern have also claimed recently that 
right wing groups are becoming increasingly strong 
in the German Army, and one article quotes 
Admiral Horst Wenig as describing Austrian Chan- 
cellor Bruno Kreinky as “‘a Sozi pig and a jew to 
boot .. . Hitler should have gassed him’’. 

The anniversary of Crystal Night itself was 
celebrated by neo-Nazis with a wave of assaults 
on synagogues. In Bredstedt for example, walls 
were sprayed with the slogans ‘“Juden Raus, 
Deutschland Erwache’’? — Jews Out, Germany 
Awake. 


An interview in the French journal L’Express, 
with Louis Darquier de Pellepoix, who was Com- 
missioner for the Jewish Question under the pro- 
Nazi Vichy regime, has led to renewed demands 
for his extradition from Spain where he found 
sanctuary after the war. 

In the interview he rehashed the neo-Nazi lie 
that the death of six million jews was a Jewish 
invention and that “the only victims of the 
Auschwitz gas ovens were fleas”. Pictures of the 
camps were, he claimed, fakes designed to ‘‘(create) 
disorder everywhere and (make) Jerusalem the 
capital of the world’. He also argued that it had 
been ‘“‘vital’ to rid France of ‘those foreigners, 
bastards and stateless persons’’. 

The Public Prosecutor has now opened a new 
case against Dasquier for ‘“‘defence of war crimes”’ 
and incitement to racial hatred. It is not thought 
however, that the case will be successful. Although 
he was sentenced to death in absentia by a French 
court in 1947, the sentence was automatically 
annulled in 1967 by France’s 20 year statute of 
limitations.

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DEMONSTRATION AGAINST 
1971 IMMIGRATION ACT 


The first demonstration against the 
immigration laws since 1971 was 
held in Bradford recently. It was 
organised by the Bradford Asian 
Youth Movement and the Campaign 
Against Deportations and Racist 
Immigration Laws. Mr Manjit Singh, 
who chairs the BAYM, told the 
demonstrators that the demon- 
stration was also very important 
because the initiative in organising 
it was taken by a black group. “‘We 
are not willing to sit back and let 
other people take the lead in the 
fight against racialism. We want to 
fight back’’. He said that the 
ultimate source of racial attacks 
on black people and police haras- 
ment in areas like the East End in 
London and Brixton lay in the 
immigration laws, which affected 
black people not just at Heathrow 
but in their homes as well. He said, 
“This is not the end of a campaign. 
It is the beginning of a campaign. 
We'll march again and again until 
these immigration laws are re- 
pealed’’. 

A representative from Bradford 
Trades Council said that the TC 
was fully behind the demonstration. 


NALGO AND NUPE PUT 
PRESSURE ON COUNCILS 


NALGO and NUPE branches all over 
the country have been continuing 
to carry out union policy against 
racism and have been calling on 
councils to ban the National Front 
and other racialist organisations 
from hiring council property. 

In Suffolk, the county council’s 
policy and resources committee 
decided not to allow the use of 
buildings to any organisations ‘‘for 

_the purpose of inciting hatred 
against any group of people, 
whether such hatred be racialist 
or otherwise’’. In Slough, the Tory 
council’s decision to allow the NF 
to hold a meeting in a council hall 
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resulted in a fight outside the 
meeting when NF latecomers pushed 
their way past the picket. The 
picket was held by the ANL, Slough 
Trades Council and the Indian 
Workers Association. Afterwards 
the Labour leaders in the council, 
who had tried to reverse the decision 
to allow the meeting, said ‘““The 
Tories had no right to let the hall to 
the National Front. It was inevitable 
that there would be_ violence 
because they intimidate sections of 
the community’’. He said that the 
NF had imported people from 
outside the town and that they 
were carrying offensive wapons. 
Joan Lestor, Labour MP for Slough 
and Eton, said “‘Allowing them to 
rent council-owned halls has given 
them a degree of respectability. 
It is entirely wrong to let them 
hire a hall owned by the com- 
munity, so that they could attack 
part of that community”’. 


FRONT CLOSE BRENT COUNCIL 
MEETING 


A Brent council meeting had to be 
closed for 10 minutes because of 
NF members’ attempts to change 
council policy. The Mayor had been 
showing councillors a copper plate 
presented to Brent for supporting 
“Rock on the Rates Against 
Racialism’’ when there were shouts 
of “Jewish filth’’, “‘nigger-lovers”’, 
“scum” from the public gallery 
and threats to break up meetings 
regularly. 

The local branch of the NF had 
just held a meeting outside the 
Town Hall because Brent Council 
would not allow them to use school 
buildings for their meetings. 

Council leader John Lebor said 
“The NF was allowed into the 
public gallery in the forlorn hope 
that they would behave like civilised 
beings. However they came with 
the obvious intention of trying to 
prevent council business by yelling 
obscene racialist insults indiscrimi-

nately at both Labour and Tory 
councillors. 

“If they feel that behaviour like 
this is going to persuade Brent 
Council to allow them to hire 
local authority premises they are 
very much mistaken. In fact it has 
only served to show our decision 
is correct.” 


COUNCILS USING INSURANCE 
COVER TO HIT ANL 


The policy that some councils 
have of asking organisations to take 
out substantial insurance before 
they can be allowed to use council 
buildings is also being used to 
prevent the ANL from _ hiring 
meeting rooms, since they cannot 
afford the indemnities. 

In Barnet, council members said 
that this method of denying the use 
of public buildings to the ANL was 
“effectively sweeping the Anti Nazi 
League under the carpet’. Labour 
councillors pointed out that it was 
the council’s duty to support the 
opponents of neo-Nazism. One 
member, in reply to a statement 
that all ‘anti’s’ were destructive 
of something and therefore a 
liability to council property, said 
that he was “‘sick of hearing people 
who talk about the violence per- 
petrated by the Anti Nazi League. 
The violence is perpetrated by the 
National Front’. 


TRADE UNION BOYCOTT IN 
HAVERING 


Local trade unionists in Havering 
said that they would boycott the 
Civics Conference if the NF were 
allowed to send a delegate. The 
Civics Conference is an occasion 
when local organisations have the 
opportunity to debate with Havering 
Council. Trades Council secretary 
Len Faram said, “The conference 
would turn into a political argey- 
bargey like everything else the 
Front get involved in’’. 


The borough’s 12 Labour coun- 
cillors agreed that the conference 
should not become a platform for 
the NF’s racist views, and were 
making attempts to stop them 
sending a delegate. 

The Asian Welfare Society of 
Havering said the proposal was a 
“blatant attack on all Asians in 
the borough’’. 


LOCAL RADIO STATION 
PICKETED 


A demonstration was held outside 
Radio Orwell in Ipswich when the 
local Front Parliamentary candidate, 
Paul Robinson, was taking part in 
a phone-in programme. Someone 
from the radio said that Talking 
Point was a programme which 
provided facilities for all those 
“‘who are going to rule our country 
or have aspirations to do so”. 
Talking to the demonstrators, 
President of Ipswich and District 
Trades Council said, “It’s not a 
question of free speech for the 
National Front. Do you encourage 
them to spread racial hatred? Radio 
Orwell are allowing them the 


freedom of the air to express their: 


pernicious views”’. 


FRONT CALL TO BAN ANTI- 
RACIST MARCH 


In some places the NF are attemp- 
ting to get the ANL and Anti- 
Racist Committees banned from 
holding meetings in council halls or 
even from holding marches. 

In Hertfordshire the NF called 
on the council to ban an anti- 


racist march organised by the 
Hertfordshire Anti-Racist Com- 
mittee in protest against John 


Tyndall speaking in the Town Hall. 
Local NF organiser John Griggs 
actually said, “Obviously this is 
going to be another unnecessary 
waste of ratepayers’ money and 
will serve no purpose but to in- 
convenience the police and the 
general public . . . We always feel 
that there is a danger that events 
like this will get out of hand’’. 

But the police said that they 
were Satisfied with the arrangements 
made by HARC and were “taking 
steps’ to ensure that it was a 
peaceful march. 


In Surrey, the ANL claimed to 
have been attacked by NF members 
at a meeting in Surbiton Assembly 
Rooms. NF supporters attending 
the meeting (wearing ANL badges) 
were said to have rushed down- 
stairs to join other NF visitors who 
were attacking the stewards. Several 
stewards were injured and a large 
pane of glass in the main door was 
smashed. One of the organisers of 
the meeting said, “‘It was obviously 
a pre-planned raid. It looks as if the 
attackers wanted to associate the 
Anti Nazi League in the public 
mind with violence and damage to 
civic property. They obviously 
hope to get us banned from holding 
meetings in public halls’. 


LIES! — CLAIMS YORK EX- 
FRONT MEMBER 


Many people have been interested 
to read the lies about themselves 
in the NF pamphlet Lifting the Lid 
Off the Anti-Nazi League. One ex- 
NF member, who formerly chaired 
the local branch, reacted angrily to 
claims that he had been the victim 
of “rowdy demonstrations and 
harassment” while he was working 
at a pub in York. “It’s just not 
true’’ he said. ‘““There was never any 
violence at work. This is why I left 
the National Front. They are always 
distorting the truth. They are just 
as bad as anyone else’. 

A member of York ANL said, 
“When a former National Front 
man denies himself that he was the 
subject of violence, 1.’s_ hardly 
worth us bothering to do the same 
.. . If this is a measure of the facts 
provided by the NF to drag us 
through the dirt, I hope people will 
realise there is no truth at all in the 
booklet’’. 


TWO CHARGED FOR ATTACK 
ON ‘BRISTOL VOICE’ 


Two NF members in the Bristol area 
have been charged with behaviour 
in a manner likely to cause a breach 
of the peace and damaging a door 
at the offices of the community 
newspaper Bristol Voice. Ray 
Dowler the regional NF organiser 
told the court in a statement, ‘“‘We 
are facing a form of conspiracy. 
They were out to get us through 


various newspaper articles 
have written about us’’.

RACIST ATTACKS IN 
HEXTHORPE 


Asians living in Hexthorpe in 
Doncaster have been subjected to 
an increasing number of racist 
attacks in the last few weeks. 
Slogans have been painted on walls, 
windows have been broken and 
people have been intimidated late 
at night. 


ANL TO COMPLAIN TO 
BREWERY 


The ANL in Manchester held a 
picket outside a Stockport pub 
when Martin Webster held a meeting 
inside to discuss Lifting the Lid 
off The Anti Nazi League. The 
Licensee of the pub is also a member 
of the NF and NF meetings are 
frequently held there. 

The picket of about 100 people 
was peaceful although two smoke 
bombs and a milk bottle were 
thrown inside. A_ representative 
of the ANL said that they intended 
to approach Robinson Brewery to 
complain that one of their pubs is 
being used for regular National 
Front meetings. 


LEICESTER NF MEMBER FINED 


A National Front member in 
Leicester was fined £100 with £51 
costs for using threatening and 
abusive words and behaviour during 
an anti-racist carnival procession. 
David Gagin, who was defended 
unsuccessfully by Anthony Reed 
Herbert, was reported by several 
policemen to have shouted racist 
insults like “You black bastard”’ 
and to have thrown an apple core 
at a black person in the procession. 


DEATH THREAT 


An ANL organiser in Birstall, Leeds, 
has been receiving regular death 
threats and threatening phone calls. 
Mr Alex Fellowes, who chairs the 
Batley and Dewsbury ANL, also 
works at the Batley Advise Centre 
which recently had its windows 
painted with slogans and swastikas. 
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Searchlight has been in the news for its 
consistent exposure of Fascist activity.
